‘ and 1 have no apologies to piake.” 


In this connection he said he would 
Ije willing to receive the judgment 
any man who would read the re<.’ords 
of these cases, and^ recent decision 
he had rendered. 
He exjiressed his 
approval of labor organizations and 
dissected the labor plank 
of the 
Democratic piatCorm with the con­ 
clusion that if enforced it would be 
weaking the powers of courts and 
resulting in the loss to rights of 
labor. 


Speaking with especial reference 
to labor, Taft said: 


“I am asked what is the relation 
of the Republican party to labor. 
I 
want to make one statement 
First, 
that ^lever in the history of t^his 
country has there been an admini.s- 
traliou that has passed more meas­ 
ures directly in the intere,st of labor­ 
ing ('liisses thau the present Rejiubli- 
can < adnvin¡stration.” 


He recounted these measures and 
.continued; 
“So 1 think if you will 
review t:be statutes you will find no 
congress and no administration has 
done as much to put la|.iorlng m.en 
on the ipsel in dealing with a com­ 
pany witn refereUjCe to his employ­ 
ment as has the Republican admin­ 
istration now which will end on the 
fourth of March next. 


"It has been my lot to lay down; 
rules with respect to the rights of 
labor in two or three cases, and I re­ 
fer to these caSeis as a full statem ent 
of what 1 believe the rights of labor 
to be with reference to its em'ploy- 
ment. 
Labor has the right to unite 
in organizations for the purpose of 
looking after , h etunited interest In 
its controversy with capital, because, 
if it did not unite and was not per-, 
niitted to ujiite, then it would lie 
helpless. 
■ 
“Laborera have a right not only; 
Kj UniiO. but to contribute funds 
which in tim es wl^en they wish to 
leave the empoly of iheir einployet^ 
when the did not like his terms, may 
support their fellow members. 
They, 
have the right to appoint officers' 
who shall control their action if they 
choose. 
TTiey have the right to in­ 
vite all other laborers to unite witlt 
them, in their controversy and to 
withdraw if they choose from asso­ 
ciation with their employer. 


"But they have not the right to 
injure their employer’s 
property: 
they have not the right by what 
is called ‘secondary boycott’ to in­ 
vite their persons into the contro- 
\ersv who wishes to keep out, by 
threatening to boycott him unless 
he assists them in the fight. 
In this 
figWt between employer and employe 
or united employes they must fight 
it'out between themselves, and they 
must not involve the rest of the 
Icammunity in it by a sys.tem m 
duress. 
This law I believe is a fair 
law and, being a fair law, when I 
was on the bench I attempted to en­ 
force it.”
